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Bishops’ attorney warns 
of ‘civil disobedience’ 
on U.S. abortion laws 


WASHINGTON (NC) —Catholic dioceses, 
schools, hospitals, and orphanages may find 
themselves in “an act of civil disobedience” unless a 
federal law requiring many of them to provide health 
coverage for abortion is overturned, the U.S. 
bishops’ chief attorney argued last week. 


Appearing in a federal appeals court in 
Washington, the attorney, Wilfred R. Caron, general 
counsel for the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, said the abortion provisions of the 1978 
Pregnancy .Discrimination Act. should be ruled 
unconstitutional because of their infringement on 
freedom of religion. 


“THERE ARE LITERALLY thousands of Catholic 
organizations —dioceses, orphanages, and 
schools—every one of which has the potential 
problem of dealing with these guidelines,” said 
Caron. 


“We would regret a federal policy which would 
force the Church into what is inevitably an act of 
civil disobedience,” he added. 


The Pregnancy Discrimination Act, signed into 
law by President Carter in 1978, makes it unlawful 
for many employers providing medical insurance to 
discriminate against pregnancy by not providing 
medical benefits for childbirth, pre- and post-natal 
care, and related procedures for pregnant women. 


INCLUDED IN the procedures which must be 
covered are abortions in cases where the life of the 
mother is endangered. The act also requires that 
employers who provide paid sick leave give similar 
paid time off for employees who obtain an abortion. 


The U.S. bishops filed suit in federal court in 
Washington against the abortion provisions of the 
act in June 1979, but the suit was dismissed in 
January 1980 by a federal judge who ruled that there 
was no proof that employers actually had been 
forced to pay for abortions against their religious 
consciences. 


The case was appealed by the bishops to the U.S. 
Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia two 
months later. 

IN HIS ARGUMENTS before the three-judge

Mercy Hospital sued 


Doctor says he was fired for anti-abortion stand

_ SAN DIEGO—Two fawsuits have been filed in 
Superior Court here asking that: Mercy Hospital 
reinstate a doctor in his fourth year of residency. 
The physician, Dr. Patrick Marmion, has charged 
that he was terminated by the Catholic hospital, 
which is run by the Sisters of Mercy, because he is 
an outspoken critic of abortion. 


Dr. Marmion’s cause has been taken up by 
organizations active in the right to life movement, 
which have charged that Mercy Hospital's obstetrics- 
gynecology service is staffed by pro-abortionists, 
and that Bishop Leo T. Maher is “soft” on the

abortion issue by not having Dr. Marmion 
reinstated. 


THE ISSUE HAS ALSO begun to draw national 
attention in the Catholic press. An article in the 
National Catholic Register and an editorial in The 
Wanderer have accused Mercy Hospital, the Sisters 
of Mercy, and Bishop Maher of what is, in effect, 
moral compromise and acquiesence to the 
abortionists in the San.Diego medical community. 


“Mercy Hospital does not perform abortions, has 
never permitted abortions, and has no intention of 
ever allowing abortions,” said Mercy Sister M. 
Joanne, executive director of Mercy Hospital. “Dr. 
Marmion was terminated for his inability to function 
within the strict guidelines of the residency 
program, for insubordination, for preferential 
treatment assigning residents junior to him, and for 
failing to follow program protocols and hospital 
policies.” 

“Dr. Marmion only raised the issue of abortion 
when he was being evaluated by the residency 
review committee,” said Holy Spirit Sister Mary Jo 
Anderson, assistant administrator of Mercy 


Hospital. “He has made this a pro-life issue after the 


fact. The abortion issue is extraneous to why he was 
terminated.” 


“A REQUEST WAS made to me to intercede on 
behalf of Dr. Marmion in his termination pro- 
ceedings,” said Bishop Maher. “I have in the past 
and will continue to intercede in those: matters 
showing the perpetration of a manifestinjustice. Dr. . 
Marmion’s termination is not such a matter.” 

Dr.. Marmion began his residency at Mercy in July of 
1979. Residency is a four-year program, and Dr. 
Marmion had completed his first three years at 
another hospital in Ohio. 


Because he had completed his initial internship at 


“Mercy Hospital, said Sister Mary Jo, Dr. Marmion 


was accepted at Mercy to complete his fourth year. 
“We did that because Pat was known to us. But when 
we checked after his termination from Mercy, we 
found out what his problems had been in Ohio 
and why he left.” 


HOSPITAL RECORDS show that Dr. Marmion 
was disciplined as early as October 1979 for many of 
the same problems which led to his eventual 
termination. But he did correct any deficiencies and 
took a rotating assignment, as all Mercy fourth-year 
residents do, as chief resident. 

A much-publicized confrontation between Dr.

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LENTEN REGULATIONS 


During Lent, which began last 
Wednesday and continues until 
Easter Sunday, April 19, U.S. 
Catholics have an obligation to 
abstain completely from meat on 
Fridays. 


In addition to Ash Wednesday, 
Catholics are obliged not only to 
abstain from meat, but to fast —eat- 
ing only one full meal and two light 
meals —on Good Friday. 


The obligation to abstain from meat 
binds Catholics 14 years of age and 
older. The obligation to fast binds 
Catholics from the ages of 21 to 59. 


Failure to observe individual days is 
not considered serious; rather itis the 
failure to observe any ‘penitential 
days at all or a substantial number of 
such days which must be considered 
serious. 


INDIANS’ MOVE PROTECTED — 


The Paraguayan Bishops’ .Confer- 
ence has protested a government 
decision that sent 200 Indian families 
from recently-granted farm lands to 
arid lands. 

ANTI-SEMITISM DENOUNCED —

Antioch Chalice replica 
given to Msgr. Spain —

SOLANA BEACH — It’s a long way 
from Antioch in Syria to Solana 
Beach, and the journey is measured 
not only in thousands of miles but 
also in centuries. 


In 1910, during the digging of a well 
in Antioch, workmen unearthed a 
silver chalice which was later shown 
to date from as early as the fourth 
century. But the intriguing thing is 

_ that the decorated chalice is actually 
the_outer container for a very plain 
cup of much greater antiquity. 

THE PROBLEM OF why someone 
went to great length —and expense — 
.to house a common, ordinary silver 
bowl in an ornate, detailed outer 
vessel has puzzled historians and 
archaeologists for the last 70 years. 


The object, called the Antioch 
Chalice, was purchased by John D. 
Rockefeller for $1 million and then 
donated to the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art in New York City, where it is 
permanently on display in the 
Cloisters, a medieval castle overlook- 

_ing the Hudson River. 


And the only replica in the world, 
valued at over $80,000, is soon going 
-on display at St. James Church here, 
a gift to Msgr. William Spain, the 
‘ pastor, from Verne. Kahler, a San 
Marcos businessman, in memory of 
his wife. 


KAHLER HAS DEVOTED years to 
proving that the inner cup of the two- 
part Antioch Chalice is in fact the cup 
used by Jesus on the night of the Last 
Supper, and heis not alone in arguing 
for the authenticity of the cup. 


Msgr. Spain is a bit more cautious. 
He admits to the possibility of the 
cup’s authenticity, but he also allows 
for it having been the chalice used for 
Mass by a very early, but important, 
Church father. 


“To me the importance -of the’ 


Antioch Chalice is that someone felt 
the inner cup was of sufficient 
importance to encase it in the 


beautiful and valuable outer cup,” - 


said Msgr. Spain. 


THE ANTIOCH CHALICE was the 
subject of the book The Silver Chalice 
by Thomas B. Costain, later made 
into a movie. Because the original is 
in New York, Kahler commissioned 
sculptor Carl Romanelli to make an 
exact replica of the chalice, which has 
been. incorporated into a Chalice of 
Antioch Program which includes a 
color film and is available for showing 


to church and other interested 
groups. : 


With the new St. James Church 
almost ready for occupancy, 
Kahler decided to donate the one-of- 
a-kind replica to Msgr. Spain for 
display in the new church building as 
an object of meditation. 


Kahler has given the chalice to 
Msgr. Spain not only because of a 
long friendship —“We’re so close you 
couldn't get a piece of cardboard 
between us,” said Kahler—but also 
as a memorial to his wife, who helped 
him in the almost 30 years he has 
spent trying to authenticate the 
chalice and bring its story to others. 


THE ANTIOCH CHALICE replica 
will be on display in the almost- 
finished new church building every 
Friday, beginning March 20, until 
Good Friday. Masses will gradually 
be shifted from the’ old church 
building to the new, which is 
scheduled for its formal dedication 
early this summer. : 


As part of the pre-dedication 


ceremonies to take place at St. James 
Church, composer-conductor Abra- 
ham Kaplan will conduct the St. 
James Composiela Chorale and the 
San Diego Master Chorale in his own 
The Glorious, on Wednesday, March 
18, at 8 p.m., accompanied by 
instrumentalists on the faculty of the 


‘University of California at San Diego. 


St. James Church is located at Via 
de la Valle and Del Mar Downs Rad., 
and ticket information about, the 
concert as well as viewing times for 
the Antioch Chalice may be obtained

THE ANTIOCH CHALICE, donated 
to the Roman Catholic Church with 
Msgr. Spain as custodian, will 
possibly be used in a liturgical 
context in the future. But in the 
meantime, Msgr. Spain hopes that 
people who come to visit the display 
will meditate and pray on what could 
possibly be one of the greatest 
artifacts in history, a ‘suitable 
memorial honoring our Lord’s 
celebration of the Last Supper.”

Lent, 1981 
Dear People of God: 


A promiscuous spiritual life is rootless and will come to nothing. Lent is a time to 
overcome the dangers of promiscuity in the spiritual life and prayer life. 


Lent is a time to become more aware of the Gospel message. The traditional ‘three ways,’ 
purgation, illumination, and union, are authentic methods arising out of the very features of 
the Gospel message —repentance, life in the Spirit, and perfection. 


The motion of spiritual progress is an essential element in the biblical revelation, for its 
concern is with the progress of a people, progress marked by overcoming sin and 
practicing of penance, by conflict and struggle. It is a progress which includes the © 
illumination of the Spirit, the prophetic vision, and it culminates in the incarnation. The 
Christian life is described in the.New Testament as progress: putting one’s hand to the 
plough and not looking back (Luke 9:68); enduring to the end (Matt. 24:12, 13); preparing 
for a race or conflict (| Cor. 9:24-26). There is a call to perfection, to holiness, to fullness of 
life in Christ. The call to be perfectis variously translated as acall to spiritual maturity and to 
Spiritual adulthood. 


In this maturing process we must recognize how dangerous is promiscuity of the spirit. 
That which is a factor working against growth in spiritual development is shallowness and 
lack of inner discipline. The word that most accurately conveys the condition is 
promiscuity. Today we tend to restrict the word to the narrow sexual area, andeven there it 
is used imprecisely. We seem in fact to accept promiscuity in every sphere except the 
sexual. 


When we study its definitions we readily see how it creates great dangers for our spiritual 
life as well as our’prayer life. It means lacking plan or purpose, casual, irregular, without 
method or confusedly mingled, disorderly composition. To apply this definition to the life of 
spiritual growth and prayer, you can readily see there will be no growth, no fruit. In Jesus’ 
parable of the sower, the seed which falls onto the good soil is that which bears fruit, while 
that which falls along the wayside comes to nothing. Trees which are_repeatedly 
transplanted do not grow roots. So in the life of the spirit, there is a vital place for discipline 
to overcome a promiscuous life of the spirit, or prayer: Without discipline, method, 
regularity, order, the life of the spirit will wither for lack of roots. The discipline of self- 
examination and the sacrament of reconciliation, of humble service to others, of learning to 
receive as well as give, are valuable correctives. 


There can ‘be no spiritual life if social justice is bypassed or sin is ignored. Sin is, 
therefore, the first hindrance to the development of spiritual life and a life of prayer. The 
examination of one’s motives and one’s life is essential if one is to mature spiritually. So 
every liturgy begins with recollection, confession, and a cry for mercy: Kyrie Eleison, Lord 
Have Mercy. Similarly at the heart of all spiritual discipline is the search for self-knowledge. 
Self-discovery is the method to follow for progress. 


The process of self-discovery is inseparable from-personal relationships. It is through 
the encounter with others that we grow in self-knowledge. People do not develop toward 
God by growing away from others; the opposite is true. The sense of interdependence of 
relationship with God and relationship with human beings is very biblical. “He judged the 
cause of the poor and needy: then it was well. Is not this to know me? says the Lord” 
(Jeremiah 22:16). “If anyone says, ‘I love God,’ and hates his brother, he is a liar; for he who 
does not love his brother whom he has seen, cannot love God whom he has not seen” (John 


So there is a horizontal dimension in spiritual growth. How can a person be a friend of 
God if he is incapable of friendships with people? Inability to relate at the human level is an 
impossible basis for the building up of spiritual relationships. 


The authentically evangelical process is not just a spiritual transformation realized once 
and for all: It is awhole life-style, an essential and continuous characteristic of the Christian 
vocation. It consists in the constant discovery and persevering practice of love as a unifying 
and also elevating power despite all difficulties of psychological or social nature. Faith in 
God's love liberates us from all inner pressure and at the same time leads us toa complete 
commitment. To be a servant of love is a dignity so great that it delights one in a wondrous 
way to think aboutit. Any deliberate limit in one’s dedication to the Lord is bound to trigger a 
betrayal of some kind. The more rooted we are in love, the more generously shall we live our 
faith and put it into practice. . 


The knowledge that God loves us enables us to love ourselves without excuse and 
without questioning. We love ourselves as we are because faith has convinced us that God 
does so. We are perfectly happy because we no longer worry about our own perfection or 
our own happiness. All that counts is His love, His will. “We have come to know and believe 
in the love God has: for us” (I John 4:16): To know that one is loved immensely by God 
Himself is the peak of the mountain. 


In Christ Jesus “the kindness and love of God our Savior appeared” (Timothy 3:4). The 
purpose of Jesus’ existence is to convince us of the reliability of His Father's love. Once we 
believe that we are loved by God ina personal, intimate, unconditional and everlasting way, 
the life of Jesus has not been in vain for us. The life of Jesus is nothing but the incarnation of 
the stream of God's love and goodness. In Christ God’s love is stronger than evil and death 
and enabled the world to receive the Holy Spirit. 


The cross is mankind at its worst. At the same time, it is God at His best: Jesus forgiving 
His torturers and the Father raising His crucified Son to glorious life. To separate the 
resurrection from the passion is tantamount to mutilating the Gospel message. The gift of 
self which Jesus brought in His death, is accepted by the Father and that is the glorification. 


Lent is atime to bring order and discipline into our spiritual lives. We must be rooted in the 
word, Eucharist, and reconciliation to the Risen Christ. Regular daily prayer habits are a 
necessity for spiritual growth. Progress in prayer always and inevitably brings with it a 
deepening awareness of one’s own depth and a deeper sensitivity to others. All of our 
prayer is simply trying to believe, to get the thoughts out of our heads into our hearts, into 
our hands, into our feet. 


“A new heart | will give you and a new spirit | will put within you, and | will take out of your 
flesh the heart of stone and give you a heart of flesh. And | will put my spirit within you, and 
cause you to walk in my statutes and be careful to observe my ordinances” (Ezekiel 36:26- 


. 27). This is a theme which recurs throughout the symphony of Christian history. It is 


something very real in the Acts of the Apostles where people change their hearts and 
change their lives; it has been something very real whenever the Gospel has been preached. 
One can distinguish between religious, moral, and intellectual conversion. For by religious 
conversion one falls in love without restriction; by moral conversion one’s values change; 
by intellectual conversion one sees into a world of being. 


The process is well illustrated in the experience of Paul. He fell in love with Christ in an 
unrestricted way so that for Paul to live was Christ and to die was gain. His values changed 
in such a way that what he previously considered important is now like refuse compared 
with the great grace of knowing Christ Jesus, his Lord. His outlook on life changed in such a 
way that he now sees a world no longer bounded by the law but without any horizons. His 
vision is now universal. 


Lent will allow you to experience that your spiritual potential has a horizon that is 
immense and rewarding.

A ‘scandalous’ display 


Two weeks ago, a few members of the Filipino 
community of Good Shepherd parish, San Diego, walked a 
picket line in front of the church during Sunday Mass: 


These parishioners were expressing their disagreement 
with a decision made recently by Bishop Maher which 
directly affected a priest in the parish. 


These few members of the Good Shepherd Filipino 
community conducted their picketing even after Bishop 
Maher had met with their delegation and explained the 
necessity of his action. 


‘Their picketing was televised by two local news 
programs. 


Such display of blatant disregard and disobedience to 
the bishop, the shepherd of our diocese, was scandalous. 


The Second Vatican Council, in the Decree on the 
Pastoral Office of Bishops in the Church, teaches: “.. 
‘bishops exercise their episcopal function, which they have 
received by virtue of their. episcopal consecration, in 
communion with the Supreme Pontiff... They exercise 
their function individually as regards that portion of the 
Lord's flock which has been entrusted to each one of them, 
each bishop having responsibility for the particular 
Church assigned to him.” 


The Most Rev. Leo T. Maher was named bishop of San 


Diego by Pope Paul VI. As our bishop, he has a pastoral 
duty which he exercises personally in the name of Christ. 
Bishop Maher, as a successor of the apostles, has been 
entrusted with the care of the Church in San Diego. 


The public behavior of this small group of pickets, in 
defiance of Bishop Maher, gives support to divisiveness, 
dissension, and disobedience. Their behavior is serious 
and injurious to faith.

While “authority” may not bea popuar password inour ~ 


society today, it is certainly a legitimate word in our 


Church. 


The 13th chapter of Romans tells us, “You must obey the 
governing authorities...anyone who resists authority is 
rebelling against God’s decision...” = 


A bishop is given the responsibility for adiocese and the 
authority to function in it by the Vicar of Christ. He 
exercises his authority in the name of the Church of God. 


Jean Vanier speaks of authority in his book Community 
and Growth: “This is a huge responsibility. But it is 
beautiful, too, because the people set in authority have the 
. assurance that God will send the insight, strength, and 
gifts they need to accomplish the task.” 


Bishop Maher does not make decisions in haste. He 
makes decisions that will aid in “the building up of the 
Body of Christ” (Eph. 4:12). 


To follow Christ requires us to be in harmony and peace, 
to avoid scandal at all cost, to love one another, and to 
recognize those who govern in the name of Christ. 


We cannot call ourselves Catholics and followers of 
Jesus Christ if we lack reverence and respect for our 
bishop. To disregard the pastoral duty of our bishop is to 
disregard Christ, since that duty is exercised in the name 
of Christ. 


During Lent, when each of us is called to deepen our 
faith, there are those among us whose actions weaken it. 


Any of us who weaken the faith (ours or others’) should 
use our Lenten duties to be reconciled and to experience a 
Lent of faith, love, and hope, to prepare for the Good News 
of Easter.

Religious education a ‘right’ 


VATICAN. CITY (NC)—Catholic students in public 


‘schools have a right to religious education as “a 


fundamental manifestation of freedom” and, where 
circumstances permit, this education can be given in the 


_ public schools, Pope John Paul I! told Rome priests March 
~5. 


The pope quoted from “his apostolic exhortation on 
catechetics, Catechesis Tradeandae, dated Oct. 16, 1979. 


Referring to “non-confessional and public schools,” the 


pope said in the apostolic exhortation: 


“| express the fervent wish that, in- response to a very 
clear right of the human person and of the family, and out 
of respect for everyone’s religious freedom, all Catholic 
pupils may be enabled to advance in their spiritual 


formation with the aid of a religious instructiondependent | 


on the Church, but which, according to the circumstances 
of different countries, can be offered either by the school 
or in the setting of the school.” 


“Religious education of the conscience constitutes a 
fundamental manifestation of freedom,” he said. “It must 
(also) be seen as a service which society renders to 
Catholic students...and their parents, who logically are 
presumed to want an education inspired by their own 
religious principles.” 

During the meeting in the Vatican’s Clementine Hall, 
Pope John Paul urged the priests to “take every 
opportunity offered by existing law” to participate in the 
workings of public schools. 


“Religious education must be characterized in reference 
to the very objectives and criteria of a modern scholastic 


.structure,” the pope said. 


He also urged religion teachers to spread the Christian 


message to all students, “avoiding the. temptation to limit | 


one’s interest to those who knowingly ae a hae oF th

: Baptism for a new life 


Having entered this solemn period of Lent, we 
undoubtedly have received many requests from our 


friends and neighbors to explain to them in a concise 


fashion the meaning of this quadragesimal time. 


In the Vatican Il documents, the Church teaches that the 
Lenten season has a two-fold character: Lent recalls 


baptism and prepares for baptism, and Lent.stresses a 


penitential spirit. From this we can deduce that by properly 
understanding the essence of baptism, we shall have a 
more precise idea of the significance of Lent. 


~The essential elements of baptism are two: a death to the 


old person of sin, and a resurrection to a new life of grace. 
Thus the basic elements of baptism are a rebirth achieved 
by death and resurrection. Other terms used to explain the 
concepts of death and resurrection are purification and 
vivification. Likewise we find the same concepts explicitly 
in the ceremony of baptism by immersion: 


In baptism by immersion there is a physical downward 
movement into the water and then there is the upward 
movement from the water. The downward movementis the 
penitential spirit of Lent. It consists of giving death to the 
old life of sin and selfishness in order to incorporate 
ourselves to Christ and thereby ascend with Him 
gloriously on Easter Sunday which is the upward 


_ movement of the new life. 


Thus we are invited by the Church during this season of 
Lent to put on-a penitential spirit of prayer, sacrifices, and 
positive acts of love so that we might give death to the old 


life of sin and reproduce once again a new life as it. 


occurred in our baptism. 

May we all have a successful centen season rejecting the 
evil invitation of the world and reflecting in our lives the 
image of Christ sacrificing Himself for others.

A clerical ‘hangup’ 


is the charge to “be perfect as your heavenly Father 
is perfect.” 


On the face of it, it is hard to take that seriously. 
God is unique in His perfection and no matter how 
much we try, we know that it is beyond possibility 
that any of us will ever attain His perfect divinity. So, 
obviously, Jesus must have been thinking of 
something a little different. 


WILLIAM BARCLAY, in his New Testament 
commentary, takes the meaning from the Greek and 
defines it, not as a standard of abstract excellence, 
but a more functional one. A thing is perfect, he 
says, if it fully realizes the purpose for which it was 
planned, designed, and made. 


That makes perfection very possible for us. We 
are perfect to the extent that we realize the purpose 


’ for which we were created and sent into the world. 


For us Christians — and, for that matter, for allliving 
things —perfection comes as we conform 


_completely to the image of God in which we were 


formed, and embody the selfless other-centered 
love that is His touch on our innermost selves. 


To reach such perfection, of course, we need to 
be very sure of why we were created and what our 
purpose is. No amount of telling will do the trick: We 
have to work it out to our own satisfaction and 


believe it with all our heart and mind. We need to .

FOR ALL OF US, there comes a time when our — 
values are brought into question and the material 
goals we have pursued seem worthless. If we do not 
discern our purpose as an intimately personal one 
which is not dependent on worldly success, these 
times can be destructive.

March 15, 1981, Second Sunday in Lent. Genesis 
12:1-4; Il Timothy 1:8-10; Matthew 17:1-9. 


Lent is the intensive period when the Church, 


prepares her catechumens for baptism and 
evangelizes her own, calling them by penance back 
to their own baptismal faith in preparation for 
Easter. It is fitting that our readings today speak of 
vocation, of God’s own call to each one of us, but in 
terms of revelation, of God’s revealing activity in the 
course of salvation history. 


Our first lesson, frorn the book of Genesis, marks

ABRAHAM RECEIVES his vocation directly — 
God, a personal, intimate revelation that he is to 
leave his own country, cross the trackless desert, 
and settle in a land which God will show him, a 
promised land of future hope. God calls, Abraham 
responds, and through him the whole human race 


_will be blessed; 1,600 years later, God will fully 


reveal Himself in the person of Jesus of Nazareth, 
descended from Abraham according to the flesh. 
As Abraham is a man witha mission, so is St. Paul, 
also ‘called by, the divine initiative, but to be an 
apostle and preach the Good News of Jesus Christ. 
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. to unshakablec 


Pauline authorship of the Letter to Timothy, but at 
the very least the core of the letter is from Paul and 
may be dated from the period before his martyrdom, 
about 63-67 A.D., although its final form might be 
later than that. 


As a missionary bishop, Paul has feft Timothy in 
charge of the local church, and he now exhorts him 
nfidence in God’s plan of salvation. 
Entrusted witha bishop’ s ministry himself, Timothy 
is to be steadfast in his mission, even if it means 
sharing in the sufferings of Christ. 


_ WE HAVE ALL RECEIVED the same common 
Christian vocation: we are to endure all for the sake 
of the Gospel, because in the Gospel we have the 
promise of immortality. And as Jesus Himself is the 
principle of the grace relationship we have with 
God, graces will not be wanting if only we have faith, 
the kind of unquestioning faith we saw Abraham 


“evidence in responding to God’s call. 


Nowhere is this theme of revelation:more evident 


‘than in our Gospel reading from St.-Matthew, an 


account of the transfiguration. We have many 
elements here of Old Testament revelation, and 
parallels may be drawn with the giving of the law to 
Moses on Mt. Sinai. We have the mountain, we have 
the brilliance of the shekinah, the luminous cloud 


. which always accompanies God's presence, and the 


tents the apostles want to set up. 


Jesus is suddenly transfigured, and for a brief 
moment we glimpse not only the divinity of the Son 
of God, but also His future glory after the 
resurrection. And just as once God revealed Himself 
to Abraham’s children through the law and the 
prophets, so we see Moses and Elijah with the Son 


- of God. But suddenly Jesus is by Himself, and we 


hear the Father's voice that this is the Son we must : 
listen to. 


LISTEN TO JESUS we must, in the light of faith, a 
divine light glimpsed briefly by the three apostles. In 
the Greek to be transfigured means also to be 
transformed, an inner process of conversion which 
entails response to God’s call. Faith and vocation 


-are very closely connected. 


In the Gospels the transfiguration comes closely 
after the confession of Peter at Caesarea Philippi, 
when the chief apostle professed his faith that Jesus 
was truly the Son of the living God, And in both’ 
instances, Jesus bade His apostles not to tell 
anyone of what has been revealed until after His 
death and resurrection. 


Glory and suffering are two basic elements in 
Jesus’ life, and so they are in ours. Even at the 
moment of His transfiguration, Jesus is already in 
the shadow ofthe cross. The passion will give way to 
the resurrection, and our sufferings will be 
rewarded with the light of heaven:

Court to decide what 
is —and isn’t—a church 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Defining 
the scope of the term “church” turned 
out to be a recurring issue when the 
Supreme Court heard oral arguments 
last week in a dispute over unemploy- 
ment taxes and parochial schools. 


At issue was the federal policy that 
grants churches — but not schools — 
exemptions from paying unemploy- 
ment taxes. That raised the question 
of whether parochial schools are 
operated primarily for religious 
purposes, and thus exempt from the 
tax, or whether they are primarily 
educational institutions subject to the 
tax like any other school. 


EDWARD T. SCHILLING, an. 


attorney representing a pair of South 
Dakota Lutheran schools that are 
challenging that state’s efforts to 


collect the taxes from parochial | 
‘schools, argued that the Lutheran 
' schools exist primarily to inculcate 


religious beliefs and that their 


employees = for the church, not. 


the school. 


“If you force them (the Lutheran 
schools) to pay the tax, it will be paid 
by the church,” he told the nine 
Supreme Court justices assembled in 
the court’s vaulted chamber. 


But Mark V. Meierhenry, the 


attorney general of South Dakota, 
argued for collection of the taxes, 
saying that the term “church” should 


-be defined narrowly and that 


activities outside of the church, such 
as the operation of a school, should 
not be protected. under the church 
exemption.

Brennan, the court's lone Catholic. 


Meierhenry again acknowledged 
that those are primarily religious 
activities but still maintained that 
parochial schools are entities 
separate from the church and that 
Congress intended parochial school 
employees to be covered by the 
unemployment compere) pro- 
gram. 


MEIERHENRY ALSO argued that 
parochial schools’ “copious efforts 
for (state) accreditation” indicate 


their primary purpose as schools. » 


And he rebuffed arguments that the

_ “excessive entanglement” between 


church and state, noting that 
parochial schools already participate 


in government schoo! lunch pro- - 
' grams and in many instances receive 


transportation ist public school 
agencies. 


But some justices seemed to agree 
that parochial schools primarily are 
church agencies. Burger at one point 
asked rhetorically whether .parents 


send their children to parochial 


schools because “they want that 
school system to train their young in 
faith and morals.” 


Justice Potter Stewart, meanwhile, 
quoted several times from the federal 


‘statute which grants the exemption to 


churches in noting that parochial 
school teachers should be con- 
sidered employees of a church.

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Mexican students, orphans benefit from 
memory of woman they never even knew

TIJUANA, B.C.—A secondary school operated 
by the Marist Brothers and an orphanage sponsored 
by the Augustinian Fathers here in Mexico have 
benefitted from a memorial fund set up by two 
Franciscan Sisters in San Diego to carry on the work 
of a Palestinian woman who was Lutheran. 


Sisters Joanne Nicgorski and Bea Wagner 
Originally set up the fund to honor the.memory of 
Gertrude Nasser, who was born in 1888 of aGerman 
mother and an Arab father near the Sea of Galilee. 
Forced to flee Palestine after the country was 
partitioned in 1948, Mrs. Nasser first went to 
Lebanon and finally to England. 


MRS. NASSER, said Sister Bea, devoted most of 

her life to teaching and caring for children, first in 
the Holy Land and later in Lebanon. Mrs. Nasser 
taught both Sisters Joanne and Bea when they were 
studying in Beirut 10 years ago. 
‘ After Mrs. Nasser’s death, the Sisters established 
a fund in her name through Lutheran World 
Ministries, and money was donated to the Augusta 
Victoria Hospital on the Mount’ of Olives near 
Jerusalem. 


But just before Christmas, Sisters Bea and 
Joanne became aware of the needs of a new school

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The school is in one of the poorer sections of 
Tijuana, halfway between downtown and the 
bullring at Las Playas. Only two classrooms and an 
office have been finished, water and electricity have 
yet to be hooked up, and the girders for the second 
floor stick up into the sky, but already 78 students, 
many of whom must walk up muddy hillsides, are 
attending classes. 


Brother Sergio’s school is partly supported by 
another Marist-run school in a wealthier section of 
town, and he says his order decided to go to Mexico’s 
very poor “in answer to Puebla and the Second 
Vatican Council.” 


“TIJUANA IS ONE of Mexico’s neediest cities 
because of its special problems. Many people come 
here to go to the United States, and when they can’t 
get across, they stay here,” said Brother Sergio. “We 
have urgent problems of poverty and a lack of 
education.” 


IN ADDITION TO a high school education, the 
students receive religious instruction and a priest 
comes to celebrate Mass weekly. The shell of an 
unfinished, roofless chapel stands next to the 


_ muddy schoolyard. 


While Brother Sergio needs all the assistance he 
can get, his most critical need is for typewriters; with 
that, he hopes to give the students clerical training 
and office skills which will help them once they 
graduate. 


Also being helped by donations to the Gertrude 


Nasser Memorial Fund is the Hogar Infantio La 
Gloria, an orphanage a few miles inland from 
Rosarito Beach. The Augustinian Fathers of Villa 
Nueva, in San Ysidro, assumed responsibility for the 
children there-almost five years ago. 


RIGHT NOW, OVER 40 children, from infants to 
teen-agers, are at the home; all go either to a 
government school or a nearby Catholic school, 
and all receive religious instruction.

American, helps support the orphanage, said Father 


Francis X. Riley, the orphanage administrator. Las

Enrollment of names brings

The rite of election or enrollment of 
names is the second liturgical step for 
catechumens preparing for reception 
into the Church at the Easter Vigil 
Mass. 


it is God who “elects” ‘these 
catechumens and who calls each 
individual to faith and sacramental 


“life as a member of the Church. The 


candidates present themselves to the 
community as a response to the call 
of God which has taken hold of them. 
And the community is present «in 
order to verify that God has indeed 
called them, and that the effects of 


His call are already visible in their 


lives. 


respond. And the community gives 
this dialogue the form and visible 
dimension which makes this inter- 
change a cause for celebration. The 
response of the candidates is 
expressed by their signing their 
names (the sponsors also sign) in the 
Book of the Elect. 


The Church normally celebrates 
the rite of election on the first Sunday 
of Lent, the beginning of a more 


“intense period of spiritual growth for. 


the entire, Church, and for the 
candidates in particular. This is the 
period of immediate spiritual prepar- 
ation for baptism and entrance into 
the Church at Easter. 


Ideally, the bishop serves as the 
presiding minister at the time of 
election. The structure of the rite has 
seven parts and takes place at one of 
the Sunday liturgies. 


At St. Kieran Church in El Cajon, 20° 


catechumens have been studying in 
_the catechumenate process since 
September. They were received as 


catechumens last Dec. 7 and‘on the 


first Sunday of Lent became the 
“elect.” There are seven candidates 
for baptism and 13 who are coming 
from another Christian tradition and 

_will make their commitment to the 
Catholic Church at the Easter Vigil 
Mass. 


There are 14 children of this group 
and they will be baptized on 
* Pentecost Sunday. The children are 
between the ages of six and 12.

FRASCATI, Italy (NC) —The Italian 
priest-worker movement took a step 
toward better relations with the 
country’s official Church structure 
during its recent national convention 
in Frascati.

Italian bishops and included concilia- 
tory gestures from both the priest- 
workers and members of the hier- 
archy. 


AS RECENTLY AS five years ago a 
group of Italian priest-workers 
greeted Bishop Cesare Pagani at their 
national meeting with clenched fists

The Italian Bishops’ +Conference 
had accused the approximately 300 
priest-workers, who are employed in 
factories and shops instead of in 
parishes, of placing more importance 
on Marxism than on theology. The 
priests, for their part, said the official 
Church was insensitive to Wome.

But in a report presented to the 
convention, the group’s three 
national secretaries admitted that the 
attitude of priest-workers toward the 
Church. had sometimes been mis- 
taken.

“Now we 
see that they also come oy the 
working class.”

Haitian Church being curbed 


WASHINGTON (NC) —Two. Hai-. 


tian labor leaders said the govern- 
ment of President-for-Life Jean- 
Claude Duvalier began curbing the 
Church's activities last year when the 
bishops showed open support for 
efforts to organize city and rural 
workers. 


Haitians George Fortune and 
Leonvil Leblanc added that Christian- 
led labor groups have denounced 
what they call the “long repression of 
independent. unions” to the Interna- 
tional Labor Organization (ILO) in 


Geneva, Switzerland, and to the - 


United Nations in New York. They 
have also sought U.S. help for Haitian 
refugees. 


Among the more publicized 
incidents are staat of armed 


soldiers at the residence of Arch- 
bishop Francois-Wolff Ligonde of 
Port-au-Prince in January 1980 
during a controversy surrounding the 
suspension of an activist parish 
pastor. In August soldiers confis- 
cated tape recorders of the Haitian 
Commission of Human Rights when 
its members attempted to tape the 
homily at the Catholic funeral of a 
slain youth. Church spokesmen said 
in September that the Church had 
been reduced to a low profile when 
preaching about social justice. When 
in November and December the 
government detained more than 60 
labor leaders, fired hundreds of 
workers and expelled other journal- 
ists and professionals along with 
workers, Archbishop Ligonde criti- 
cized these moves as violations of 


human rights. .

at San Diego medical school in February 1980, at 
which time Dr. Marmion antagonized a number of 
physicians who perform abortions, was never a 
factor in his termination, said Sister M. Joanne, 
although Dr. Marmion claims that the doctors who 
finally recommended his discharge are abortion- 
ists. 


The charges of insubordination and failure to 
follow procedures and hospital protocol, for which 
he was disciplined seven months earlier, are the 
reasons he was finally terminated, said Sister Mary 
Jo. 


WHEN CONTACTED by the Southern Cross, Dr. 
Marmion maintained that the only reason for his 
firing was his outspoken criticism of abortions and 
those who perform them, including many doctors 
with staff privileges at Mercy Hospital. 


“The problem with the Sisters of Mercy is not that 
they have allowed abortionists to be on the staff, but 
that they have promoted them to positions of 
authority and policy making. They may be under a 
legal obligation to give them staff privileges, but 
they are under no obligation to promote them, and 
these are the people who conspired against me,” 
said Dr. Marmion. 


Does Mercy Hospital grant staff privileges to 
doctors who, on the outside, perform abortions? 
The answer is yes, because Mercy Hospital, like 
other Catholic hospitals, is forbidden by law to 
discriminate against doctors who perform abortions 
in other institutions. 


BUT AT THE SAME TIME, said Sister Mary Jo, the 
law protects Catholic doctors and nurses, as well as 
others who are against. abortions, from being 
discharged from non-Catholic institutions because 
they refuse to take part in abortions being 
performed there. ; 


Staff privileges at Mercy, said Sister M. Joanne, 
are based on competency of medical practice within 
the hospital and for the benefit of patients who wish 
to be treated at a Catholic hospital. “!| have no 
control over what the doctors do outside of the 
hospital,” she said. 


Would Church disobey 
U.S. on abortion laws?

federal panel, Caron said that the mere possibility 
that the act may be enforced against an employer 
who refuses to provide abortion coverage is an 
infringement of the right to freedom of religion 
granted under the First Amendment. 


Caron said many Catholic agencies risk violation 
of the law because they have refused to follow the 
suggestions of their insurance companies that they- 
provide abortion coverage. as part of their health 
benefits plans. The U.S. bishops, he added, risk the 
loss of federal contracts for the resettlement of 
refugees for not complying with the act. - Sy 

But a government attorney defending the law 
called the bishops’ arguments “a tempest in a 
teapot” because there is no proof that the bishops or 


other Catholic agencies will be required to pay for 


employees’ abortions. 


THE ATTORNEY, Jonathan Ginsburg, said if a 
case ever does come to trial, the court might rule 
that an exception should be made because 
Congress never clearly expressed an intention that 
religious groups be forced to pay. for abortions. 


He also commented that the Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission, which is responsible for 
enforcing the act, might not act against an employer 
who refuses to provide abortion. coverage if that 
same employer could show that he also had refused, 
for religious: purposes, to pay health benefits to a 
male employee seeking a sterilization. 


- “If there is evenhandedness, then the EEOC might 
not find discrimination,” said Ginsburg. 


THE TRIO OF JUDGES hearing the case also 
questioned whether the bishops’ claim of 
infringement of religious rights was any different 
from the religious freedom claims of Mormons 
protesting laws against polygamy or Seventh-Day 
Adventists protesting against being forced to 
submit to collective bargaining. 


In dismissing the suit last year, U.S. District Judge 
John H. Pratt of Washington said the case raised 
“matters of serious importance” but that he could 
not rule until there was an actual case to consider. 


“The mere existence of a statute or regulation that 
a plaintiff reasonably believes should be applied 
to and be enforced against him does not ordinarily 
create.a justiciable case or controversy,” said Pratt. 


Bishop Maher pointed out that as a Catholic 
hospital operated by Catholic Religious, Mercy 
Hospital’s hands are tied by the 1973 Supreme 
Court decision which legalized abortion. 


“THE HOSPITAL IN NO WAY, formally or 
informally, cooperates with any physician in the 
performance of abortions. Unfortunately, the 
hospital is restricted by law from discriminating 
against its staff doctors who are engaged in 
abortion activities outside Mercy Hospital. We do 
not condone these actions of killing the unborn and 
we condemn these actions as immoral and of.the 
most hideous evil,” said the bishop. 


~“We abhor the presence of such doctors on the 
staff as an embarrassment to a Catholic hospital. 


They must. be made aware that abortion, the 


deliberate destruction of a human being, is contrary 
to the law of God and is a most evil act. The right to 


life is fundamental and when it is denied for one it is, 


jeopardized for all.” 


What troubles Sister M. Joanne most about the 
people who are championing Dr. Marmion’s cause 
against Mercy Hospital and attacking Bishop Maher 
is that “they don’t know anything about him as.a 
doctor and yet will revere him as a doctor.and make 


a cause out of him. But for us to do what we think is 
right comes back at us in a very negative fashion.” 


THE CONTROVERSY surrounding Dr. Marmion’s 
termination—and the impending legal battle in 
court—have deeply hurt Sister M. Joanne. “This 
whole matter has caused me pain because it is 
disconcerting to me that people, especially other 
Catholics, would feel that |, as a Religious, would 
allow anything to take place in a Catholic hospital 
that would be detrimental to life or go against the 
teaching of the Roman Catholic Church.” 


Bishop Maher has come out firmly in support of 
the Sisters who run Mercy Hospital and those 
opposed to abortion: 


“Mercy Hospital is an important entity in the San 
Diego community. It provided medical services 
to more than 120,000 patients last year, regardless 
of race, nationality, or religion. It is important to 
continue providing these necessary services while 
also continuing the fight to legally and morally 
rectify the pro-abortion dilemma that-now exists in 
today’s society.

New immigration plan won't please many 


WASHINGTON. (NC)—The Select Commission 
on Immigration and Refugee Policy has released its 
final recommendations to eongioss and the 
president. 


The commission —consisting of representatives 
from Congress, the Cabinet, and the general public, 
and headed by Holy Cross Father Theodore 
Hesburgh—suggested a sweeping reform of 
immigration laws aimed at cutting the flow of illegal 
aliens and dealing realistically and humanely with 


refugees from strife-torn nations. 


THE COMPLEXITY of the country’s immigration 


- problem and the emotional response that it stirs are 


certain to stimulate a great debate when Congress 
gets around to considering the commission’s 


~- recommendations. 


But perhaps even more critical is the question of 


-whether the U.S. immigration laws can be enforced 


effectively even if a new policy is promulgated. A 
report to Congress by the General Accounting 
Office (GAO) just a few months before the release of 
the select commission’s report suggests that such 
effective enforcement may not be possible. 


“The Immigration and Naturalization Service has 
not been able to adequately enforce immigration 
laws, and the prospects for its doing so. are dim,” 
said the GAO. “It has neither the legal means nor 
sufficient resources to stem the growing number of 


illegal aliens entering the United States.” 
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THE GAO SAID law enforcement measures 
necessary to control immigration are well-known, 
but it said those measures are not likely to be 
implemented for some time. It said the two major 
suggestions — assigning large numbers of persons 
to seal the border and implementing a system in 
which people would prove to an employer their right 
to work in the United States —are “drastic actions” 
with formidable costs for international relations and 
the freedom of U.S. citizens. 


Noting that 62 percent of Mexico’s labor force is 


unemployed or underemployed, the report 


indicates that Mexico relies on the “safety vaive” 
that illegal immigration to the United States 
provides. Mexico’s internal problems, the GAO 
adds, would be “exacerbated” and could lead to 
political unrest if the influx of aliens from that 
country were stopped and if aliens already in the 
United States were returned. ‘ 


“What the result of that unrest would mean for the 
United States is uncertain,” the report remarks. It 
comments that many countries — not just Mexico — 
rely on temporary or permanent emigration to the 
United States to relieve intense economic and social 
pressures. 


ANOTHER ISSUE is the question of whether 


‘ sealing the Mexican border would have much effect 


in reducing illegal immigration. 


Some say it would, pointing to statistics showing 
that more than 92 percent of all deportable aliens 
come from Mexico. But the report also notes that 


only about 60 percent of illegal aliens currently in. 


. the United States are from Mexico and that the high 


percentage of Mexican aliens who are deported 
merely reflects the focus on the Mexican border by 
immigration authorities. 


“Hence, stopping illegal entry may require more 
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than sealing the Mexican border,” says the GAO 
report. 


THE REPORT ALSO had several comments on 
suggestions that employers be fined for hiring 
illegal aliens and that a national counterfeit-proof 


- card for all U.S: workers be implemented. 


“The means by which employers could differenti- 
ate between those who could and could not be hired 
is generally held to be some sort of identity card,” 


said the GAO. “But creating a valid, counterfeit- 


proof card and having it accepted by the public is, at 
best, a very difficult and costly task.” 

Employers contend, according to the report, that 
determining whether a person is an illegal alien 


should be a law enforcement function, not a task 
which falls on the shoulders of employers. And the _ 


report notes the oft-repeated arguments that 
sanctions on employers who hire illegal.aliens will 
force employers to “engage in discriminatory hiring 


practices by refusing to hire foreign- looking 


persons.” 


ALSO, “IMPLEMENTING a reasonably secure 
card system to the extent necessary to significantly 
hamper illegal aliens from obtaining jobs will cost 
billions of dollars and take years to become 
effective,” according to the GAO. 


All that led the GAO to conclude that despite all 
the good intentions contained in the select 
commission’s immigration report, putting an 
“appreciable dent” in the number of illegal aliens in 
the country will be entirely another matter. 


Swallows due to return

SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO —Next Thursday, 
March 19, is St. Joseph’s Day, the day the swallows 
traditionally come back to Mission San Juan 
Capistrano here.

Orinthologists, however, have tracked the birds to 
their winter haven in Argentina. The swallows return 
to the mission here every spring to raise their young. 


The tolling of the mission’s bells will signify the 
successful return of the swallows. The mission itself 
was founded by Father Junipero Serra.

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Bishop opposed chair 


‘for unrepentant killer 


INDIANAPOLIS (NC)—Archbishop Edward T. 
O’Meara of Indianapolis publicly opposed the 
execution March 9 of convicted murderer Steven 
Judy. 


In astatement issued to the people of Indiana and | 


the Catholics of ‘the Indianapolis archdiocese, 
Archbishop O’Meara argued against the execution 


of Judy, 24, who was convicted of the rape and — 


-murder of Terry L. Chasteen, 21, and the drowning 
Of her three pre-school children in April 1979. 


THE ARCHBISHOP noted that Judy's execution 
would be Indiana’s*first legal execution since 1961. 
Nationally, the last person executed was John 


Spenkelink, who went to the electric chair May 29, © 


1979 in Florida. 


“There is no doubt that Judy is guilty,” ! 


Archbishop O’Meara said. ‘‘The crime was a 
particularly heinous one, the viciousness of which 
took the lives of a young mother and her three 
innocent children. Judy has shown no signs of 
remorse to what happened, and refuses to 
cooperate in any effort to stay his own execution.” 


The archbishop continued: “The only redeeming 
feature about him is that he is a fellow human being, 
but this makes all the difference in the world! 


“BECAUSE HE is a person, and for that reason a 


reflection of God’s very own likeness, lam painfully 
distressed at what is likely to take place. With his 
death, the possibility of repentance is ended, hope 
of reform and rehabilitation is extinguished, and his 
death will not bring back Terry alte ag and her 
little ones. 


“At a time when human life is valued so cheaply 


and taken so wantonly in so many places in the 
world, the resumption of executions in our own 
state does not seem to me to’ say the right thing 
about our respect for human life in general. And 


_ there is no convincing positive proof that the taking - 
| of Judy’s life will diminish the likelihood of such a 


horror happening again in our midst. Actually, the 
opposite could well be the case, for one violence 
usually creates another violence.” 


Archbishop O'Meara pointed out that: 


® The Indiana Catholic Conference, representing : 


his archdiocese and the other four dioceses in the 
state, opposes capital punishment. 

e The Catholic bishops of the United States last 
November asked for the abolition . of the death 
penalty in the U.S. 

@ The Indiana Council of Churches opposes 
capital punishment. 


On March 4 the American Civil Liberties Union 


-(ACLU) and 10 religious leaders petitioned 


Governor Robert Orr for a stay of execution. Orr’s 
press secretary said that the governor had not 
changed from his position of two weeks eae that he 
would not intervene. 


Judy said in a handwritten statement that the 
ACLU acted without his permission. He had said 
earlier that if he wasn’t executed, he would escape 
to kill again. 


A number of religious leaders, including the Rev. 
Greg Dixon, president of the Indiana Moral Majority, 
tried to visit Judy but he refused to see them. The 
convict’s foster mother said the religious leaders 
hoped to convert him before his death.

Michelangelo frescoes get fresh look 


VATICAN CITY (NC) —Michel- 
angelo’s frescoes in the Vatican’s 
Sistine Chapel are getting a fresh 


look as work progresses on a 12-year - 


cleaning and restoration project. 


Fabrizio Mancinelli, director of the 
Byzantine, medieval, and modern art 
sections of the Vatican Museums and 
head of the project, unveiled the first 
fully restored section of the chapel 
recently, more than a year after the 
work began. 


THE CURRENT project is the first 
cleaning and restoration work in the 
500-year history of the chapel. 


The completed work—nearly an 


entire wall at the chapel’s entrance— . 


“includes a /unette (small painted 


section) by Michelangelo; a 15th-~ 


century series of papal portraits by 
Ghirlandaio, Cosimo Rosselli, and 
others; and two large frescoes by 
Hendrick van den Broeck and Matteo 
da Lecce. 


Mancinelli said Michelangelo’s 
other 13 lunettes, along with the 
chapel’s other art works, will be 
completely cleared of dirt and traces 
of paint added by other artists.

Report on Lithuania 


NEW YORK (NC) —A recent report 
by a Soviet news agency saying that 
Catholic priests in Lithuania are 
becoming increasingly loyal to the 
Soviet system is “largely hogwash,” 
according to Father Casimir Pugevi- 
cius, executive director of Lithuanian 
Catholic Religious Aid. 


“If you want to say that inmates ina 
maximum security prison increase in 
loyalty to their custodians, then | 
suppose it’s true that the Catholic 
clergy of Lithuania have partly 
accommodated to the regime,” he 
said.

The favorable assessment of 
Catholic life in Lithuania was issued 
by Novosti, a Soviet news agency. 
The 14-page report was made 
available in the United States by the 
Soviet embassy in Washington. The 
report said many Catholic clergymen 
opposed the Soviet takeover of 


Lithuaniain 1940 becausethe Church -

The first decorations were added to 
the chapel between 1481 and 1483 by 
Perugino, Botticelli, Ghirlandaio, 
Rosselli, and Signorelli. Michelan- 
gelo worked in the chapel from 1508 
to 1512 and again from 1536 to 1541.

Cuaresma, 1981 
Querido Pueblo de Dios: 


Una vida espiritual promiscua no tiene raices y no llegara a nada. La Cuaresma es el 
tiempo de sobreponernos a los peligice dela promiscuidad en la vida espiritual y en la vida 
de la oracién. 


La Cuaresma es el tiempo de hacernos mas conscientes del mensaje del Evangelio. Los 
tradicionales ‘tres modos,’ purificaci6n, iluminacién e unién, son métodos auténticos 
surgidos de los propios pezoce del mensaje evangelistico: arrepentimiento, la vida en el 
espiritu y la perfeccién. 


El movimiento del progreso espiritual es un elemento esencial en la revelacién biblica, 
pues concierne el progreso de un pueblo, un progreso demostrado por el dominio del 
pecado y la practica de la penitencia, por el conflicto y lalucha. Es un progreso que incluye 
la iluminacion del espiritu, la visién profética, y culmina en la encarnacion. La vida cristiana 
se describe en el Nuevo Testamento como progreso: poner la mano en el arado y no mirar 
hacia atras (Lucass 9:62), perseverando hasta el fin (Mat. 24:13), perparandose para una 
carrera 0 conflicto (1 Cor. 9:24-26). Se nos ha hecho un llamado a la perfeccion, a la 
santidad, a la plenitud de la vida en Cristo. Este llamado ala perfeccién se traduce de varias 
maneras en un llamado a una madurez espiritual, a una edad adulta espiritual. 


En este proceso de maduracién debemos reconocer los peligros de la promiscuidad del 
espiritu. Cualquier factor que trabaje en contra del crecimiento y del desarrollo espiritual 
es ligereza y falta de disciplina interior. La palabra que describe esta condicién mas 
precisamente es promiscuidad. En la actualidad tenemos la tendencia de restringir esta 
palabra al estrecho limite del area sexual y, dé hecho, parece que aceptamos la 
promiscuidad en todas las esferas menos la sexual. 


Cuando estudiamos sus definiciones vemos rapidamente como crea grandes peligros 
para nuestra vida espiritual, asi como para nuestra vida de oracién. Significa falta de plano 
proposito, casual, irregular, sin método, compuesto de individuos o partes mezclados 
confusamente, Si aplicamos esta definicién a la vida de crecimiento espiritual y oracién, 
podemos ver luego que asi no habra progreso, no habraé fruto. En la parabola del 


~sembrador, dice Jesus que la semilla que cae sobre la buena tierra es aquella que cosecha * 


fruto, mientras que aquella que cae fuera del camino no llega a nada. Los arboles que 
seguido se trasplantan, no crecen raices. Asi es en la vida del espiritu , hay necesidad vital 
de disciplina para sobreponerse a la vida promiscua del espiritu o de.la oracién. Sin 
disciplina, método, regularidad, orden, la vida del espiritu se secara por falta de raices. La 
disciplina de la examinacién propia y el sacramento de la reconciliacién, del servicio 
humilde hacia los demas, del aprender a recibir asi como a dar, son correctivos de mucho 
valor. as 


No puede haber vida espiritual si la justicia social es pasada por alto y el pecado es 
ignorado. El pecado es, por lo tanto, la primera barrera al desarrollo de la vida espiritual y la . 
vida de la oracién. La examinacién de nuestros motivos y de nuestra vida es esencial si 
hemos de madurar espiritualmente. Asi pues, toda liturgia empieza con meditacién, 
confesi6én, y una aclamaci6n de misericordia. ‘Kyrie Eleyson,’ ‘Sefior, ten misericordia.’ Del 
mismo modo, en el coraz6én de toda disciplina espiritual esta la busqueda del conocimiento 
de si mismo. El descubrimiento de si mismo es el método a seguir para el progreso. El 
proceso del descubrimiento de si mismo es inseparable de las relaciones personales. Es 
por medio de nuestros encuentros con los demas que crecemos en conocimiento de si 
mismos. La persona no se desarrolla hacia Dios si se aleja de los demas; el contrario es lo 
que ocurre. El sentido de interdependencia entre la relacién con Dios y la relacién con 
seres humanos es muy biblica. “{No es esto conocerme? dice el Sefior.” (Jeremias 22:16) — 
“Si alguno dice: ‘Amo a Dios,’ y aborrece a su hermano, es un mentiroso; pues quien no ama 

asu peers a quien ve, no puede amar 4 Dios.a quien no ve” (I Juan 4:20). 


De modo que hay una dimension horizontal en todo crecimiento espiritual. ,Cémo puede 
una persona ser amigo de Dios si es incapaz de establecer relaciones al nivel humano? Es 
imposible el tratar de edificar relaciones espirituales cuando no se puede entablarlas en el 
terreno humano. 


. horizontes inmensos y gratificadores. 


El proceso evangélico auténtico no es sdélo una transformacién espiritual realizada de 
una vez por todas: es un estilo de vida total, una caracteristica esencial y continua de la 
vocacion cristiana. Consiste en un descubrimiento constante y la practica perseverante del 
amor como una fuerza a la vez unificante y elevadora, a pesar de todas las dificultades de 
naturaleza psicoldégica o social. La fe en el amor de Dios nos libera de toda ansiedad interior 
y al mismo tiempo nos lleva a un compromiso completo. El ser servidor es una dignidad tan 
grande que nos complace de una manera maravillosa el pensar en ello. Cualquier limite que 
deliberadamente pongamos a nuestra dedicacién al Sefior incitara de alguna forma una 
traicién. Mientras mas arraigados estemos en el amor, mas generosamente viviremos 
nuestra fe y la pondremos en practica. A 


El conocimiento de que Dios nos ama nos permite amarnos a nosotros mismos sin 
disculpas y sin preguntas. Nos amamos a nosotros mismos tal y como somos porque la fe . 
nos ha convencido que Dios asi nos ama. Somos perfectamente felices porque ya no 
tenemos que preocuparnos por nuestra perfecci6n o nuestra felicidad. Todo lo que importa 
és Su amor, Su voluntad, “Y nosotros:yhemos conocido el amor que Dios nos tiene” (I Juan 
4:16). El saber que Dios nos ama inmensamente es la cima de la montafia. 


En Cristo Jesus “se manifesté la bondad de Dios nuestra Salvador” (Tt. 3:4). El propdésito 
de la existencia de Jestis es convencernos de que debemos tener confianza en el amor del 
Padre. Una vez que creemos que somos amados por Dios de una manera personal, intima, 
absoluta y perdurable, la vida de Jesus no harsido en vana para nosotros. La vida de Jesus 
no es otra cosa mas que la encarnacién del torrente. de amor y bondad de Dios. En Cristo el 


. amor de Dios es mas fuerte que el mal y que la muerte, y permitié al mundo recibir al Espiritu 


Santo. 


La cruz es la humanidad en su peor condicién, pero al mismo tiempo, es Dios en su 
maxima: Jesus perdona a sus atormentadores y el Padre eleva a su Hijo Crucificado a la 
vida glorificada. Si tratamos de separar la resurreccién de la pasién es como si mutilaramos 
el mensaje del Evangelio. El regalo de si mismo que Jesucristo nos dié con su muerte es 
aceptado por el Padre y eso es la glorificacién. 


La Cuaresma es el tiempo de traer orden y disciplinas a nuestras vidas espirituales. 
Debemos arraigarnos en la fe y el amor a Cristo. Necesitamos anclarnosen el Verbo, en la 
Eucaristia y la reconciliacién, a Cristo Resucitado. Habitos regulares de oracién diariason 
necesarios para el crecimiento espiritual. Progresar en la oracién inevitablemente trae 
consigo una conscientizacién mas profunda de nuestro propio fondo y una sensibilidad 
mas profunda hacia los demas. Toda nuestra plegaria es simplemente tratar de creer, de 
llevar los pensamientos de nuestras cabezas a nuestros corazones, a nuestras manos, a 
nuestros pies. 


“Y os daré un coraz6n nuevo, infundiré en vosotros un espiritu nuevo, quitaré devuestra - 
carne el corazon de piedra y os dare un corazon de carne. Infundiré mi Espizitu en vosotros 
y haré que os conduzais seguin mis preceptos y observéis y practiquéis mis normas” 
(Ezequiel 36:26-27). Este es el tema que recurre a lo largo de Ja sinfonia de la historia 
cristiana. Es algo verdaderamente real en losHechos de los Apdostoles donde las personas 
convierten sus.corazones y convierten sus vidas; ha sido algo verdaderamente real toda vez 
que el Evangelio ha sido predicado. Uno puede distinguir entre la conversién religiosa, , 
intelectual o moral, pues en la conversion religiosa uno se enamora sin restriccion, en la 

conversion moral nuestros valores cambian, y en la conversion intelectual uno percibe el 

ser de su existencia. 


Este proceso es demostrado claramente en la experiencia de Pablo. El se enamoré de 
Cristo sin restricciones, de tal modo que para Pablo el vivir era Cristo y el morir era 
ganancia: Sus valores se convirtieron de tal manera que lo que anteriormente consideré 
importante ahora es basura en comparacién con la gracia de conocer a Cristo Jesus, su 
maestro. Su perspectiva de la vida cambié de tal manera que ahora ve un mundo ya no 
limitado por las leyes sino afuera de todo horizonte. Su visién es ahora universal. 


La Cuaresma nos permitiraé experimentar que nuestro isch ahi ds espiritual tiene

“Serving San Diego 43 years 
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. Immorality on TV 


A mirror of our times or 
adding fuel to the fire? 


By Michael Gallagher 


NEW YORK °(NC)—In-a recent 
speech before the Durham, N.C., 
Chamber of Commerce, James H. 
Rosenfield, president of CBS, decried 
the readiness of certain groups 
concerned about the state of public 
and private morality to place the 


- blame on television. 


While acknowledging that we live in 
an age in which “children may be 
deprived of their innocence, because 
sophistication comes fast in this time 
of pervasive mass media and 
instantaneous communication,” 
Rosenfield contended that those who 


wish to. make television the scapegoat © 


are merely attacking the symptoms of 
a “fundamental social change,” 
which he blamed on a “rapidly 
increasing divorce rate and the 
increasing number of women who 
have entered the work force,’ 
conditions that, according to 
Rosenfield, have produced a “gener- 
ation of ‘latchkey children.’” 


ROSENFIELD, quite rightly, 
deplored simplistic answers, but | 
wonder what feminists will think of 


his own neat explanation of our social . 


problems. And why do sophistication 
and innocence have to be mutually 
exclusive? Didn’t Jesus say some- 
thing about being as. innocent as 
doves and as wise as serpents? 


In arguing that shows such as 
Dallas—his own example—do no 
harm, Rosenfield was using the 
familiar argument that you don't 
blame the messenger who brings you 
bad news. If immorality flourishes on 
Dallas, well that’s what goes down 


these days, like it or not. Don’t blame 


television. 


Now it’s quite true that.it would be 
foolish to blame the messenger, 
especially if he conveys the bad news 
with such skill and insight that he 
prepares you to meet the challenge it 
represents. 


BUT SUPPOSE that the bad news 
is sexual immorality and your 
messenger comes in and breaks it to 
you by doing an obscene dance. And 
suppose he carries on in this way 
night after night. Not only has he 
failed to tell you, anything you didn’t 
already know, but he has made things 
appreciably worse. 


Television is certainly not the root 
cause of all our problems, but when 
television celebrates immorality in 
shows such as Dallas, it is not just 
reflecting the ills of our society, it is 
making those ills worse. Its message 
is that everybody is doing it, a 
corrosively cynical declaration that 
puts all of us who believe otherwise 
on the defensive. 


All of which brings me to a letter | 


‘received from Mts. Diana Almeida, 


who described herself as a Catholic 
and parent. Mrs. Almeida brought to 
my attention two ads that appeared in 
the Dec. 15 edition of Broadcasting, a 
respected trade journal of the 
industry. 


THESE ADS, which, as Mrs. 
Almeida observed, were “probably 


not intended for the eyes of the: 


general reader,” were placed by Post- 
Newsweek Productions to tout a new 
daytime serial called Young Lives, 
which, we are promised, is to have a 
“young, provocative slant.” 

In one ad, a sweet young thing 
stares sultrily into the camera. Above 
her picture, written large, is “Foxy.” To 
the right we read: “Beautiful Rachel. 
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Spoiled, sexy, rich and rotten. She’s 
15 going on 29.” _ 


Two pages earlier, the reader of. 


Broadcasting, perhaps a station 
owner or program director interested 
in a new “product,” has already met 


~ Foxy’s counterpart, Hunk. Hunk is 


Brad: “Brad’s got what it takes to get 
what he wants...and he wants it all, 
now!” 


- THE PITCH IS that if you buy 
Young Lives, Foxy and Hunk and all 
their friends, who, we can safely 
conclude, are just as rotten as they 
are, will cavort for you in such a 
fashion as to grab the youth market, 
not to mention, of course, a sizable 
number of middle-aged lechers. 


But let’s listen to what Mrs. Almeida 


had to say: “Brazenly Post-News- 


week Productions boasts in the 
advertisement: ‘We’re producing 
results.’ It is indifferent to the effects 


its programs may have on the values 
of young viewers who will see 
glorified in ‘Brad’ and ‘Rachel’ 
qualities that a moral. upbringing 
teaches are contemptible, qualities 
that undermine the noble virtues of 
restraint, selflessness, loyalty, 
compassion, and that concern for our 
fellow beings which society demands 
for its very existence.” 


If nothing else, said Mrs. Almeidain 
conclusion, “perhaps the_ general 
public could be made aware of the 
tawdry manner in which this program 
is being merchandized, with an 
appeal to the opportunistic interests 
of station owners, rather than-to their 
sense of public service, and with total 
indifference to the program’s effects 


on the moral values of young people.” 


THERE IS NOTHING worth saying 
after so effective a summation except 
to ask you to keep your eye out to see 
whether or not one of your local 
stations succumbs to Post-News- 
week’s sexy hard sell.
